log batsman, 


Alt the end of the season, 
he went off to Cambridge 
University to study English and 
History for two years—and won 
blues ut cricket and soccer. 


When he graduated, Bailey did 
fot rectum to teaching. Instead 
he became assistant secretary for 
Essex C.CL.,

For four winters, too, Trevor also 
played amateur soccer for well- 
known Engilsh clubs, In- 
cidentslly while ot college, he 
algo turned out for the Rugby 
XV so he ts o sporting all- 
rounder in the widest sense. 


At cricket—the game he loves 
beat of all—Bailey really began 
to make his name in the 1949 
season, His impressive early 
work for Essex rompted the
